AN ASSUMED FACT. 
A New R ailroad Between M ojare 
and Bakersfield. 
San F rancisco, September 28.— 
President J. R. Wilbur, of the new 
San Joaquin Valley Railroad, speak­ 
ing of the Associated Press dispatch 
from Bakersfield respecting the con­ 
struction of the new road from Mo­ 
jave to Bakersfield, said : “The sec­ 
tion mentioned would form part of the 
new road. The road will extend 
southeasterly to Tejon Pass through 
the mountains, which is the only 
outlet north beside/the Tc'iachapi 
route, and from the pass northerly to 
near Bakersfield. I cannot gi. j the 
exact projected route to the north at 
present, for it would be of advantage 
to the Southern Pacific, which is oppos­ 
ing us at every point. I can positively 
say we will build our road. The cost 
of’ the enterprise was carefully con­ 
sidered before the work began. It is 
a private enterprise, and in spite of 
all talk I can say there^ is not 
any truth in regard to the Santa Fe 
system controlling our company. We 
have giaded from Antioch south to 
Hill s Ferry, crossing the Southern 
Pacific near Tracy, and proceeding 
down on the west side of the San Joa­ 
quin. 
To-day I expect a force of 
graders began work to proceed fifty 
miles south of Hill’s Ferry. 1 can­ 
not say whether we may cross the 
San Joaquin before we connect with 
the south. 
The line that has been 
sirveyed south along the foothills 
from Milton is notour line. 
We pro­ 
pose to build our road as rapidly as 
possible, no matter if wo parallel the 
other line. 
The Santa Fe may run 
over our line, for that is what it has 
done elsewhere. We «lo not care to 
say much about our plans, hut can 
say—what chiefly concerns California 
people—that the line will certainly be 
built as soon as possible.”

000 and money in bank amounting to 
$1500.

ENGLISH SEWING WOMEN. 
T j j E 
( ' 1{A N I) PARADE. 
The Wretched Pay on Which 
They Nustaln the Weary 
llurdrn off Liffe. 
Low «-lass plain sewing is wretch­ 
edly paid. There existed a short 
w hile since a West End shop which 
paid Is. a dozen to London seam­ 
stresses for machine made, Oxford 
shirts, and 1 1-2 d. each, buttonholes 
included, is still a common wage. But 
one shop must not be judged by an­ 
other, and the better class of traders 
pay their workers as highly as the 
selling price will allow them to. 
Yet even in these cases the earn­ 
ings of the plain needlewoman 
are small. Six shillings is a 
high 
price 
to 
pay 
for the 
making a lady’s night-dress, yet there 
is from three to tive «lays’ work in 
such a garment when finely tucked 
and made by hand, s«> that 2s. a «lay 
is the highest earnings of a skilled 
white” worker employed by a high- 
class firm. Her neighbor, no less pro­ 
ficient, hut working for a cheaper 
house, g»:ts only 3e. 6d. or 3s. 9d. for 
the same garment, yet the wonder is 
rather that her employer pays her so 
well than that he pays so badly, for 
he has to compete with his fellow- 
tradesman, the seller of convent and 
I>enitentiary work, and with him who 
deals in the cheap and excellent labor 
markets of Ireland and France. The 
krouter part of the cheap ready-made 
under-clothing now sold in London is of 
Irish make, and every one must be fa­ 
miliar with the typical Irish night­ 
dress, varying in price from 7s to 10s, 
and with the front entirely composed 
of ex«¡uisito fine tucks, so small an«l 
closely set that there are from forty to 
forty-five on each side, making be­ 
tween eighty and ninety across the 
breast. 
The collar ami wristbands 
are formed of the same fine tucks, and 
the hems are embellished with the 
fine fancy stitching called heathering, 
and the garment is trimmed with 
Swiss or Madeira work, gathered and 
then stitched on. Such nightdresses, 
better stitched thart the aver­ 
age 3s 9d to 6s London arti­ 
cle, and made in the country dis- 
distriets round Ixmdondcrry for 2s 2d, 
or 26s 6d the dozen. And for this price 
the worker has ofteii to walk five 
miles from her home to receive her 
work, and to return it when finished, 
carrying her bundle of finished work 
with her and returning with her un­ 
made pieces. This ten-mile journey 
is a sore addition to t|ic burden of a 
half-starved and weakly life. And 
the Irish workwomanMoo, has often 
others d<;pending upon! her. Among 
the small cottiers the oarnings of the 
women are often, in these bud times, 
all that the family has to depend on, 
and some of the most beautiful under­ 
linen has been made literally in a 
pigsty by the womankind of evicted 
cottiers.—[Fortnightly Review. 


BOULANGER’S FORTUNE. 
W hnt Was Predicted by a W itch 
off Palm istry 
The Figaro vouches fcr the truth of 
the following story,of wnich, of course, 
General Boulanger is the hero: About 
eight or ten weeks before the fall of 
the Goblet Cabinet, Mme. lieival, a 
fortune-teller, was summoned to the 
house of a lady to exercise her art of 
palmistry. Among others, the Minis­ 
ter of War asked her to tell his for­ 
tune, and it is uifirined that, without 
having any idea who he was, she ex­ 
amined his hand and declared that he 
was a soldier who had served his 
country on the battlefield, and 
would 
again 
be 
engaged 
in 
war. General Boulanger pretended 
that she was mistaken, whereupon 
the fortune teller said: “ I am only 
telling you what I see in your hand.” 
She proceeded with her examination, 
and added: “You are in an unhoped­ 
for situation, but you will not keep it. 
A fall is awaiting you shortly, but «lo 
not despair. Later on you will obtain 
an even higher position. The lines of 
your hand indicate that you will al­ 
most reach a throne.” A little later 
Mine. Reival was told that it was 
General Boulanger to whom she had 
made the above predictions. “Oh!” 
she replied, “ in that ease 1 am glatl I 
did not tell him all. It is written in 
his hand that he will die a violent 
death.” 
Very shortly after this the General 
was at the house of one of Dr. Char­ 
cot’s friends, and in the presence of 
that celebrated professor and some of 
liis clinical lectures and experiments 
the conversation naturally turned on 
hypnotism, double vision, magnetism 
an«l nervous phenomena. I)i. Char­ 
cot declared in decided langauge that 
he did not believe in the faculty of 
subjects put into a trance by magnet­ 
ism to foretell the future. The consid­ 
erable development of magnetic elec­ 
tricity might certainly excite the fac­ 
ulties and augment the intellectual 
¡lowers in the same way as it exagger­ 
ated the nervous sensations, but he 
would not admit that those phenomona 
went beyond the material world. A 
young woman who was regarded as a 
good subject was then put into a mag­ 
netic sleep and questioned by General 
Boulanger. Like the fortune-teller, 
she predicted his approaching fall, 
which was to be accompanied with 
numerous popular movements without 
bloodshed. She added: “I foresee in 
the near future great commotion and 
upsetting of things. It is terrible. 
The French and Germans cannot live 
at peace. A war will breakout between 
them, but no one else will take part 
in it. It will be before the 28th of 
March next year.” These predictions 
were made at the end of March last 
year. She proceeded: “The war will 
last more than eight months. There 
will be terrible successes and reverses. 
In the end the French, led by General 
Boulanger, will definitely triumph. 
But, whatever they do, they will not 
be abltrto go beyond the Rhine, where 
peace will be signed. Then on the 
other side of the Rhine I see revolu­ 
tion, shattered crowns and thrones 
overthrown, and on this side the vic­ 
torious General will be proclaimed 
chief. He will be the highest of all.”

Springfield, Mass. battalion acted 
special escorts to the i-om- 
inander-in-chief, who followed a 
few yards behind, bowing to the 
rowels who greeted him with ap­ 
plause. 
His stair of oue hundred 
men, mounted, was preceded by 
twenty carriages,moving three abreast, 
‘ which were Governors and other 
honored guests. In the lead was one 
occupied by Mayor Francis and Gen. 
W. T. Sherman. 
Although closely sheltered from the 
rain and sight the enormous crowds 
upon the sidewalks soon found where 
the old commander was, and cheer 
upon cheer marked his progress, while 
frequent groups of men would rush 
from sheltered places to the carriage 
door to grasp his hand. Then fol­ 
lowed the divisions of the Grand 
Ariny, ten in all. 
The divisions were composed as

Here and there posts, armed 
with muskets, or accompanied by a 
drum corps, broke the monotony of the 
line. As the column passed under 
the beautiful stained glass transpar­ 
ency of General Grant,on Fourth street, 
all the men uncovered their heads anil 
passed by in silence. General Sher­ 
man and* the receiving officers stood 
in the rain, which came harder as the 
procession passed the reviewing stand. 
The Sons oi Veterans brought up the 
rear, and when they had passed the 
stand ranks were broken and the pa­ 
rade was dismissed. 
UNBOUNDED ENTHUSIASM. 
The head of the procession reached 
the Grand Army arch that spans Olive 
street at Twelfth at noon, and Com- 
mander-iu-Chief Fairchild, General 
Sherman, ex-Vice-President Hannibal 
Hamlin, war Governors and other dis­ 
tinguished guests got out of their car­ 
riages and took positions in the grand 
stand. The rain increased in volume, 
and for an hour anti a half poured 
down on the heads of the passing sol­ 
diers. 
Missouri’s contingent was 
twenty-five minutes in passing, Illi­ 
nois was fifteen minutes, and Kansas 
twelve. Other States were represented 
by Posts and regiments. Along the 
line of inarch were thousands of boyB 
in blue who thought it too wet to 
march. 
In the balcony of the grand stand 
Commander-in-Chief Fairchild and 
General Sherman, partly protected 
from the storm, bowed to the boys as 
they passed, acknowledging continu­ 
ally the rousing cheers that went up 
from each post as they file«i by in com­ 
pany front. Here anti there through 
the different divisions marched a col­ 
orad post, and their salute w’as invari­ 
ably the simal for applause from the 
grand stand, which several times was 
taken up by the crowd and prolonged 
into hearty cheers. The dripping 
flags received much boisterous notice, 
and as any squad carrying tattered 
remnants of battle flags ¡tossed by the 
enthusiasm 
became 
unbounded. 
Throughout the eolumn an occasional 
warrior carried a cane or pole on 
which was dangling a chicken, leg of 
mutton, a side of bacon, cabbage, or 
some other representative of a foraging 
expedition or commissary stores 
As the right of line reached its des­ 
tination the troops broke ranks and 
hastened back to the reviewing stand 
to get a glimpse of the commander. 
They came with a rush that tbreat- 
ened the destruction of the rest of the 
column, but the mounted Btaff of the 
Illinois division soon forced its way 
through the crowd and cleared a pas- 
ge.At half-past 1 o’clock the Sons of 
Veterans brought up the rear, and 
the crowd made a rush for the grand 
Htand to see and shake hands with 
“ Uncle Billy.” The General refused 
to respond to numerous calls for a 
speech, and finding an opportunity 
stepped into a carriage and wus quickly 
driven away.

The Encampment opened in «lue 
form in the entertainment hall of the 
Exposition building, at 3 p. m. Com­ 
mander-in-chief General Fairchild 
presided. The following committee 
on credentials was appointed: Adjt.

1 vania,John Shafteher, Connecticut,

The annual address of the com­ 
mander-in-chief, which is very long, 
was then presented. 
The General 
began by tending greetings to the 
people of the Pacific coast for their 
hospitality and cordial reception last 
year. He sincerely congratulated the 
Order that they were permitted to 
gather in this great metropolis, and 
thanked the citizens of St. Louis for 
their generous welcome. 
He was 
pleased to announce the evidence of 
the permanent and healthy growth of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, and 
for the strong love for the order enter­ 
tained by the loyal people of this coun­ 
try.

Carriages began to run in all 
directions at an early hour, and a 
steady stream of voters soon began to 
flow in perfect order to eaeli poll­ 
ing booth.

Massachusetts Republican Conven­ 
tion—Some Wise Measures 
Proposed.

—The 
Democratic State Convention made 
the temporary officers permanent and 
took a recess. Members of the Com­ 
mittee on Resolutions were notified to 
meet at ex-Governor Doraheimer’s 
room at once. Subsequently the Com­ 
mittee on Credentials reported, di­ 
viding the seats of New York City 
evenly between the County Democracy 
and Tammany.

REVERE THEIR MEMORY. 
Before the platform was read eulo­ 
gistic resolutions in memory of Tilden, 
Seymour, Hendricks, McClellan and 
Hancock were adopted. 
A resolution endorsing the admin­ 
istration of the treasury under Secre­ 
tary Manning was passed amid great 
enthusiasm. 
THE PRINCIPLES PROMULGATED. 
The platform was then read by ex­ 
Governor Dorsheimer. The plank re­ 
lating to workingmen was well re­ 
ceived. The endorsement of Governor 
Hill and President Cleveland was 
greeted with tremendous applause, 
which continued several minutes, 
though that in regard to the President 
was the most tumultuous. The planks 
relating to civil service, canal«, and 
liquor traffic was also received with 
great applause. The platform was 
adopted unanimously. 
THE STANDARD BEAHER8. 
_ Frederick Cook, for Secretary of 
State, and Edward Wemple, for Comp­ 
troller, were nominated by acclama­ 
tion, and Lawrence J. Fitzgerald re­ 
ceived the nomination for State Treas­ 
urer. Charles 8. Taber was nominated 
for Attorney General. 
LABOR REFORMS ADVOCATED. 
The Democracy of New York 
heartily approves the administration 
of Grover Cleveland and eulogize.* the 
Inestimable services rendered by the 
Democratic party in reclaiming from 
speculative railroad corporations, etc., 
public lands which such corporations, 
by the corrupt aid of the Republican 
administration had seized, to be dia- 
nosed of for their private gain. The 
Democratic ¡>arty has proved the friend 
of all w’hn come to tne conutry seek­ 
ing to become partners in its welfare 
and citizens obedient to its laws.

B oston, September 28.—The main 
topic of discussion among the delegates 
to the Republican State Convention, 
which began here to-day, was the 
nomination for the Attorney-General- 
ship. It seemed from the outset to be 
practically settled in favor of Hon. 
Albert E. Plllsbury. The choice for 
Chairman of the Convention fell with 
great unanimity upon Francis Rock­ 
well, of Pittsfield. 
After the adoption of the platform 
Senator Hoar took the fl<x>r. In a 
brief address he nominated Oliver P. 
Ames for Governor. The Convention 
at oneo nominated Amos by acclama­ 
tion. For Lieutenant-Governor, J. Q. 
A. Brackett; Secretary of State, H. B. 
Pierce, and State Treasurer, Alonso 
W. Bard (incumbent), were nom­ 
inated. There was no opposition. 
The platform was adqpted with­ 
out one dissenting voice. It lauds 
the protective tariff, an«l commends 
a reduction of the intcrual revenue.

At the meeting held to-day these 
gentlemen, unless they may decline to 
serve, will be elected and sign the 
articles of incorporation, which will at 
once l>e filed, and the usual officers 
elected. 
It is stated that the right of way has 
been secured to the Nevada line from 
Salt Lake, and that the line is now 
being run through the State of Ne­ 
vada. 
Surveyors will soon enter the 
the field with proper guides from the 
Los Angeles end of the line through 
the Sierra Madre. 
It was stated at 
the meeting, that a passage through 
the mountains could be made over a 
distance of fifteen miles at a cost of 
$100,000 per mile. As this is the only 
robust and rugged obstacle in the way 
the road can m e made at a moderate 
cost. 
The chief engineer of the Northern 
Pacific railroad will be employed as 
an expert, to pass upon the various 
surveys of the line. All the money is 
ready to complete the surveys that 
have already been begun. 
To-day the great preliminary work 
will doubtless be accomplished, and 
the grand mediterranean line of rail­ 
way started on its way. 
It is a phe­ 
nomenally located line, out of compe­ 
tition with parallel lines, penetratiug 
the heart of the country west of the 
Mississippi through a rich mineral 
region the like of which is not known 
in the world. The amount of soda, 
borax, silver, gold, coal, iron, salt and 
lead along this line is beyond compu­ 
tation. Ib is road will open a great 
market for the fruits and wine's of 
South California, and reduce the dis­ 
tance to Chicago about 800 miles. 
In 
a direct line the distance from Los An­ 
geles to Salt Lake is but little over GOO 
miles. 
Another advantage which this line 
possesses is 
the fact that it lies 
south of the deep snow line and north 
of the line of water spouts, with no 
large streams of water to cross, and, 
therefore, no extensive and exj»ensive 
bridges to be maintained. It is fair 
to conclude that the cost of keeping 
this line in repair will be much less 
than that of the present lines over the 
mountains. Everything seems favor­ 
able to the speedy construction of the 
road, and to its future prosperity. 
Its 
construction would add millions of 
dollars to the wealth of South Califor­ 
nia, and, in fact, of all the United 
States. The people of the City of Los 
Angeles and of Pasadena are enthusi­ 
astic in the matter, and will subscribe 
liberally to the stock of the Company. 
The Salt Lake people are jubilant at 
the prospect, as appears by the follow­ 
ing editorial in the Herald of that city: 
“ Now that the Salt Lake and Los An­ 
geles Railway is an assured success, 
our business men and real estate own­ 
ers should at once bestir thcniselves in 
another direction. The road is essen­ 
tially a Salt Lake inspiration; the idea 
was cohceived here, and here it was 
worked out to a successful issue. It was 
to help this city that the scheme was 
born, and with this in view our enter­ 
prising citizens enthusiastically es­ 
poused it. And now we should take 
advantage of what it will offer in our 
favor, and make the most of every­ 
thing. The railway will run through 
a succession of mining districts, the 
main line being almost continuously 
in a mineral region, from Salt Lake to 
Mojave. 
It will not only open manv 
valuable ledges in Utah, but will 
traverse the richest mineral belt in 
Nevada, and cross some gold, silver 
and lead-bearing country in 
Cali­ 
fornia.” 
Mayor Workman, after the meeting 
drove Messrs. Houghton and Trumbo 
through the citv taking in the hills 
on both sides of the river and the 
leading streets of Main, Spring, Hill, 
Olive, Grand Avenue and Figueroa 
streets. 
They expressed great satis­ 
faction at the’ beauty and thrift exhib­ 
ited on all sides that increased their 
desire to see a railway from Salt Lake 
to this land of lieauty and fertility. 
To-day they will seek for a route to 
deep water on the coast us near to 
Los Angeles as possible.

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THE MURPHY CASE. 
-Conclusion off the Testimony for 
Both Sides. 
The case of Jerry Murphy was re­ 
sumed yesterday morning in Judge 
Cheney's court. 
Juror Price was 
granted a continuance in his case till 
Friday morning. As before, all wit­ 
nesses were excluded from the room 
while a witness had the stand. Major 
Bell, counsel for Murphy, read a docu­ 
ment in which he claimed that Rulo 
had been in communication with one 
of the jurors for over ten minutes, but 
Judge Cheney ruled that he had 
right to converse with the jurors, so 
long as it had no bearing on the case, 
and no action would be taken until 
this was proven. 
J. Martin was then sworn, and tes­ 
tified that he heard a rumpus in the 
Schooner Saloon. He was in front of 
his store on the other side of the street 
and looking over, saw Rulo forcibly 
ejected from the saloon and thrown 
out with his face covered with blood. 
He ran next door and telephoned to 
the police headquarters that an oflicer 
was being hurt, and when he came 
out Rulo was standing in front of the 
saloon and Mr. Schubert was blowing 
the police whistle. He did not see 
Murphy arrested, but saw him in cus­ 
tody of the two officers when they 
brought him out, and thought he was 
arrested. 
Mr. Weinshank, the| plumber, was 
next sworn, lie testified that he saw 
Oflicer Rulo on the corner of Commer­ 
cial and Alameda streets between 5:30 
and G o’clock l*. m. Asked him to take 
a drink, but he refused. On motion 
of Major Bell, this testimony was 
stricken out as irrevalent. The prose­ 
cution here rested. 
The first man sworn for the defense 
was Micheál McMahon, driver for the 
Hook and Ladder Company. He tes­ 
tified that he saw Rulo at the corner 
of Alameda and Commercial at 10 
minutes past 6. Rulo asked him to 
have a drink, but he refused. A few 
minutes later ho heard the police 
whistle, but did not go to see what it 
was.C. H. Monta wns the next man 
sworn for the defense. He testified 
that he was goin into the saloon and 
saw Rulo with his arm around a man, 
asking him to take a drink. He went 
into the saloon, and Rulo came in after 
him alone and sat down on the edge 
of the table with a glass of beer beside 
him. Witness turned his back to Itulo 
to drink his beer, whe» he heard a 
row in the back of him, and as if some 
men were fighting. He looked around 
and saw Rulo lying on the floor. Mur­ 
phy was behind tne bar, and rushed 
out, separated the crowd and picked 
Rulo up, while most of the men 
scattered out of the back door. 
When Murphy picked Rulo up Rulo 
struck at him, so Murphy pushed hint 
out of the saloon. He took by the 
back of the neck and seat of the pants 
and pushed him out. 
. 
J. Í). Bryant was next called and 
testified that he went into the saloon 
between 5 and 6 o’clock; saw Rulo 
come in and get a glass of beer. Rulo 
went over to a table with the glass in 
his hand and sat down on the edge of 
the table and put the beer beside him. 
Some, men were arguing in the back 
part of the room. Presentlv a fight en­ 
sued, and the next thing he saw was 
Rulo lying on the floor. Saw Murphy 
came from behind the bar and picked 
Rulo up; saw Rulo strike at Murphy. 
Thomas Schollard was the next man 
sworn. He testified that he went into 
the saloon about 5:30 v. .u., and soon 
after Rulo came in. 
There were 
ahout fifty men in the saloon. Rulo 
went up to the bar and came back 
and sat on the edge of a table. Did 
not see Rulo have any beer. Saw 
Rulo and another man go to the back 
part of the saloon where two men 
were fighting. Presently he Haw Rulo 
on the floor and Murphy rush out 
from behind the bar and pick Rulo 
up. Rulo walked to the door and waH 
shoved out by a Mexican. 
AETERNOON SESSION. 
Emile Castiliano testified that Rulo 
came in and asked for a glass of beer. 
The barkeeper gave it to him. He 
drank about half at the bar, then 
walked over and sat down on the edge 
of a table. He sat at the table about 
fifteen or twenty minutes talking to 
some man at the same table. Some­ 
one commenced quarreling in the back 
part of the saloon and Rulo went back 
to stop it. Murphy also stepped from 
behind the bar to stop the fighting. 
He saw no one strike Rulo, as he was 
busv waiting on people. 
Jerry Murphy was then sworn and 
testified as to his own actions in the 
case. He was a bartender in the sa­ 
loon. Rulo came up to the bar w here 
fourteen or fifteen men were standing 
and ordered a glass of beer, which he 
gave him. He said Rulo was drunk 
when lie came in and staggered up to 
the bar. He went to draw some more 
beer when he heard a row in the rear 
of the store and sprang forward to see 
what it was. Rulo was lying on the 
floor, his face covered with blood. 
He assisted him to his feet, Smith 
and the other barkeeper helping him. 
Witness ordered him out and Rulo 
struck him. He said his orders from 
the Chiet of Police were to run 
all drunken men out of the saloon. 
Rulo struck witness twice on his way 
to jail, and Oflicer Reel threatened to 
handcuff both of them if he did it 
again. 
He had seen Jack Ryan 
knock Rulo down, and thinking Rulo 
drunk, threw him out. Never used a 
club on the officer, and only struck 
him after he had been struck in the 
Charles Smith, sworn—Murphy had 
hold of Rulo and struck him. Rulo 
was on the floor. Murphy told the 
officer to get out of the room. Did 
not see Rulo have or drink any beer. 
The argument will be presented to 
the jury to-day.

H o w to flftuke U ln c . 
All over California there arises a cry 
about the low price of grapes. The 
wineries find more raw material than 
they can handle with convenience, 
and hence the growers suffer. * There 
in only one way to remedy this evil 
and that is by the growers making 
their own wine. 
Wherever a man 
baa as much as fifty acres of grapes 
he should make his wine himself. 
If he has not funds to lay down his 
plant, let him borrow money and pro­ 
ceed. He will make money enough 
the first year to pay off the debt. In 
Europe a vigneron who has five acres 
of grapes is his own wine-maker. If 
a man has not grapes enough to jus­ 
tify the building of a winery on the 
American basis of doing business and 
of interest rates, let bim join with 
some of his neighbors and get up a 
co-operative concern. 
Djn’t say this is impossible or im­ 
practicable, or that it will not pay. 
No such statement is worth a copper 
in the face of facts which we happen 
to know. Last summer,a year ago, at 
Downey City, a few vignerons who 
remembered the low price paid for 
grapes the previous fall, got together 
and formed an association to build a 
Orinery, and make their own wine. 
Vhése men incorporated under the 
iaws of the State, and issued certifi­ 
cates of stock. Not one of them paid 
any money for his stock. 
He g¡ 
his notes bearing ten per cent, inter­ 
est i>er annum. These were placed 
with one of our local banks as collat­ 
eral for all the money needed to get a 
lot, put up a building, place a plant 
therein and buy cooperage for one 
vintage. A surplus was obtained to 
buy grapes outside the combination 
and to pay for operating expenses 
during the vintage. On this basis 
work was begun and carried on. In 
due time there was • a good stock of 
wine in the cellars of the company, 
and when an opportunity offered this 
was sold for cash. Out of the pro­ 
ceeds each stockholder was handed 
the price of his grapes at current rates 
paid by other vintners during the sea­ 
son, and the balance lifted all the 
notes at the bank, paying in full all 
obligations of the corporation. The 
stockholders’ notes were all handed 
back to the makers, and they had 
their stock fully paid up, and that 
stock represented in real value, 
the building with its machin­ 
ery, 
tanks 
and 
cooperage, 
more than the face of the stock. 
These shares, it will be observed, cost 
the holders not one dollar. 
The vintage of this year is now in 
fall swing, and the Downey Wine 
Cora pa ny is busy crushing grapes all 
day long, all the days of the week. 
The success of this company has 
caused the erection of a < second 
winery at Downey City, and the re­ 
sult is that grapes are worth more 
there than in any other portion of this 
county. 
Grapes are being hauled 
from Los Angeles to Downey City, 
and the owners are getting $2.50 per 
ton more there than is obtainable 
here. That is purely the result of 
energy intelligently used on the part 
of our friends in Downey City. 
Here is a fact worth a whole book 
fnil of theory. It points out 4he only 
intelligent course of action for the 
grape growers of the Htate. It will 
work like a charm wherever it ii 
tried. The grapes crushed at the 
Downey City winery' turn out one 
hundred and forty to one hundred and 
aixty gallons of wine per ton. At the 
lowest price for'si ill wine, ten cents 
per gallon, tliat is $14 to $16 per ton. 
The winery in question makes good 
wine which is sold jto the distillers 
at m> much per cent of the brandy 


T h e re is a great deal said in the 
way of criticising the President in re­ 
gard to the working of the present tar­ 
iff on imports. Mr. Cleveland, in on 
interview, has taken occasion to re­ 
mind the world that he did not make 
the law, nor has he the power to 
change it or to abrogate it. He states 
truly that such functions devolve upon 
Congress. Now, as to his connection 
with the matter, he is doing the most 
important duty in this connection yet 
performed by any official, high or low. 
He will in his next message lay before 
Congress a tabulated statement, show­ 
ing the duty imposed upon all im­ 
ports under the last three laws 
pertaining 
to tariffs. 
It 
will 
show’, also, the 
gross amount 
of revenue derived from these sched­ 
ules under these three acts. Congress­ 
men will have in this all the informa­ 
tion desirable on the subject. Each 
import will be followed by the rate, 
the amount of revenue derived, the 
cost of collecting, the net results and 
the class of people benefited by the 
tax, and those who are burdened with 
the impost. It is not probable that 
the President will impose any detailed 
exhibit of his own views on Congress 
but he will prefer to leave that body 
to be guided by its own intelligence 
And that is certainly the fairest meth­ 
od of treating the case. 


T h e San Francisco Chronicle wants 
to know if there is no middle way 
out of this, prohibition business. That 
is the problem all good Republicans 
are trying to solve in this day of grace 
That party has found a middle way 
out of the muddle in the past, but St. 
John and General Dow seem to have 
blocked up the path of late. The old 
middle way which Mr. Blaine is try­ 
ing to open again is “as easy as lying' 
—just pretent prohibition, and in 
practice vote for free whiskev. 
No, there is no longer any 
middle way out of the muddle. That 
easy way walked in the past will not 
do any more. Either water or whis­ 
key must be taken straight hereafter. 
But the Democratic doctrine of leaving 
each man to judge for himself as to 
his meat and drink, and the cut of his 
garments is the only sound one. Its 
corollary is that each man should 
mind his own business in these mat­ 
ters. This is not middle ground. It 
is rather extreme; but it is very solid, 
and out of it will grow peace. 


I t is alleged that the late money 
scare which lasted for a few days at 
the east was due to the B. & O. rail­ 
road deal which involved some $11,­ 
000,000. Ii this view is a correct one, 
it would lead to the reflection that 
the great East with all its banks and 
resources, is far behind California 
single-handed in such matters. The 
wheat deal here is supposed to have 
involved upward of $7,000,000 one way 
or another; yet that crash fell on the 
heads of a few individuals who were 
right under it, but passed harmlessly 
over those of the rest of community. 
Outside of the original circle it hardly 
caused a ripple. But that is not the 
true explanation of the panic, which 
after all was only an artificial scare. 
The true purpose of it was to force the 
government to raise its bid to an ex­ 
treme figure for bonds. When it was 
known that hucIi a scheme could 
not be worked the money market 
just braced up of its own inherent 
strength. 


T h e Monroe doctrine is a pretty 
good policy for America still. Like 
all good principles it will one day be 
carried out to its logical results, and 
then the dream of W. II. Seward will 
be a realty, the stars and stripes and 
the American eagle floating proudly 
side by side from the North Pole to the 
Isthmus of Panama, os one grand Re­ 
public. Even in its present unde­ 
veloped form the northern half of the 
western continent presents a fair spec­ 
tacle beside the present condition of 
old Europe. 
France is obliged to 
maintain an army of half a million 
men, who are withdrawn from the 
peaceful arts and industries, and who 
live on the rest of the nation in order 
that they may watch a similar host of 
armed men maintained by Germany 
to make the other half of this sym­ 
metrical fignre. The United States has 
5,000 men under arms, and will not 
need to keep 5000 soldiers when the 
Indians are all made good. The hon­ 
ors are ours in the game. 


T he United States Grand Juty, 
which has just adjourned, is far from 
confirming the bitter and malicious at­ 
tacks made on Hon. J. Marion brooks. 
This dignified body, composed of our 
most substantial and intelligent citi­ 
zens, just before adjourning took occa­ 
sion to thank Mr. Brooks for the able, 
vigorous and efficient services he ren­ 
dered in the performance of the duties 
of his office in all cases where he ap­ 
peared before the grand jury.

Lyme Regis and Beer, a small fish­ 
ing village a few miles west, in South 
Devonshire, are the centres for all 
there is left of the Honiton luce indus­ 
try, which lias totally disappeared 
from Honiton. This exquisite fabric 
once so greatly in vogue, was grad­ 
ually killed by the introduction of 
Brussels 
and 
Valenciennes 
lace. 
When Queen Victoria, from patriotic 
motives, desired to have her wedding 
dress of English-made lace, it was 
with the greatest difficulty that suffi­ 
cient lacen takers could be brought to­ 
gether for 
the purpose. Many of 
them were women who had given up 
the occupation for years. This par 
ticular gown was of the most elaborate 
design, figures or sprigs being applied 
to Brussels net instead of being worked 
in with the net as now. 
Curiously 
enough I stumbled across, in a little 
grocer’s shop at Lyme Regis, the chief 
of the original workers upon this dress, 
Mrs. Rugg, for that was her name 
was delighted to find me 
inter­ 
ested 
in 
the 
lace industry. 
H er 
faee 
lit 
up 
as she told 
me the Queen sent her a ticket to the 
ceremony, that she might see her 
handiwork worn in state. Aided by 
Mrs. Rugg, we gathered together a 
group of the Honiton lace-makers, and 
the artist of the party photographed 
them. 
Among other things these 
lace-makers tolu me th at the designs 
drawn at Somerset House for the 
Queen’s wedding gown were in the pos­ 
session of the woman who put the 
lace together. 
Afterwards I saw 
them—a curious assortm ent of sev­ 
eral hundred pieces of cardboard 
pricked in the most ingenious geornet 
ric and flower patterns, adapted of 
course to the necessities of lace-mak­ 
ing. 
The lace-workers wished to 
make a iuhilee offering of these to the 
Queen, thinking that she might choose 
to present them to some art school or 
collection. They were greatly disap­ 
pointed, however, to receive a some­ 
what peremptory reply to the effect 
th at the Queen declined the offering. 
I found more lace makers at Beer than 
at Lyme, while Sidmouth, still further 
west, on the Devonshire coast, boasts 
of being the present artistic centre of 
the lace industry. 
Houiton varies 
much in quality. The most beautiful 
now being produced is made under the 
stimulus of the prizes offered in con­ 
nection with the Arts Department of 
the Bath.—[Augusta (Ga.) Chronicle.

T h e A w f u l Death of l.lnff-t hl De- 
Ncrlbed by a n Kye-WttneNN. 
C hina h as alw ays been fam ed for 
its tortures, of w hich th e pulling out 
of nails, beating on th e face w ith a 
still' piece of leath er un til the features 
are indistinguishable, suspending by 
th e th u m b s or toes, o r starving to 
d eath in a cage, are am ong th e m ild­ 
est. 
M any, of course, are quite unlit 
for public description, an d the “ Ling- 
C h i” is possibly not the least abom in 
able an d revolting. 
It is, m oreover 
onlv inflicted in very heinous cases, 
such as th e m urder of a blood rela­ 
tion. 
T he condem ned m an in th is 
instance ¡>oisoned his sister. 
The execution was lixed to tak e 
place a t 10 o ’clock, and bv 9:30 we 
h ad arrived a t th e scene oí action—a 
sort of narrow lane about eighty y ards 
long, form ed by tw o row s of pottery 
sheds and term inating a t one e n d by 
a pair of m assive wooden doors, a t the 
o ther by a high w hitew ashed wall—a 
eul-de-sar. 
A huge wooden cross was 
erected close under th is wall. 
H aving tak en u p our station on one 
of the roofs, a t a distance of about 50 
feet from th e cross, we h ad not long 
to wait b°fore the M andarin—the offi­ 
cial deputed to superin ten d th e carry ­ 
ing out of the sentence—arrived. 
H e 
was preceded by about a dozen soldiers 
arm ed w ith rattan canes, w hich they 
laid about th em pretty freely to clear 
th e way for th e com ing procession of 
sedan chairs. 
An interval of about 
ten m inutes, a n d an increasing h u b ­ 
bub an d m ovem ent of th e crow d at 
th e gatew ay heralded th e approach of 
th e condem ned m an, w ho .was pres­ 
ently brought in in a large basket, 
carried by tw o coolies, h is arm s am i 
legs being securely bound. 
A strip of 
wood, covered w ith characters indi­ 
cating th e pu n ish m en t about to be in­ 
flicted, was stuck into h is clothing at 
th e back of h is neck. 
H e w as young, 
apparently about 30 y ears of age. 
It 
is said th a t the friends of prisoners 
som etim es bribe th e jailer to drug 
them before these terrible executions. 
If so, th is h ad obviously not been done 
in th e p resent instance, for th e poor 
w retch seem ed in perfect possession 
of his senses, an d had a w ild, defiant 
look on h is face, w hich he carried to 
the last. 
A rrived at th e foot of the 
cross, th e b asket w as set dow n a n d its 
inm ate assisted out. 
H e was then 
(w ith th e exception of a w aist-cloth) 
stripjied naked an d placed ag ain st the 
cross. 
The process of pinioning took a n in­ 
term inable tim e, an d the poor w retch 
was very roughly handled. 
I could 
see th e perspiration pouring dow n his 
face as th e fierce sun beat upon his 
unprotected head and shoulders. 
He 
was bound to th e cross w ith th in bam ­ 
boo strips round ilia ankles, and above 
the knees, an d round th e w a ist; his 
w rists were secured to th e arm s of the 
cross, an d h is h ead kept fast b y two 
or th ree tu rn s of th e bam boo strip 
across th e eyes and in th e m o u th , the 
last acting os a ver}’ efficient gag. 
T he executioner now m ade h is ap­ 
pearance, 
carrying, w rapped 
in a 
piece of ragged cloth, a bundle of 
swords an d knives, w hich, w ith the 
utm ost coolness a nd precision, h e laid 
upon th e ground under th e very nose 
oi his victim . 
H e th e n seized a 
knife, a terrible broad-bladed w eapon, 
about ten inches long, an d b ared his 
arm s to th e elbow . 
A ll w as now 
ready. 
An inquiring look tow ard the 
M andarin (w ho still sat in h is sedan 
im m ediately u nder us), an affirm ative 
nod from th a t official an d th e work of 
butchery com m enced. 
Two deep cu ts over each eye and 
tem ple, deliberately executed, began 
th e operation—gashes w hich turned 
great pieces of flesh over an d left the 
bone exposed—th en a cut dowm each 
cheek an d a deeper one over each

T he executioner th en desisted for a 
few m om ents, an d w iping h is hands 
w ith a cloth, contem plated h is h an d i­ 
work w ith evident satisfaction, very 
m uch as a skillful surgeon w ould do 
after a successful operation.

m ention th a t th e cuts J have described 
w ere not given quickly, but th e knife 
draw n deliberately through th e flesh, 
occupying at least tw enty o r th irty 
seconds each tim e.

Ton o r tw elve seconds m ore of 
th is diabolical torture an d h e was cu t 
dow n from th e cross to fall, in ert an d 
helpless, on his knees a n d face. 
O ne assistant now h eld back h is 
arm s, while a second held o u t his pig­ 
tail a t full length before h im . 
C hang­ 
ing h is knife for a big, heavy-looking 
sw ord, about five inches broad at 
th e cutting 
i>oint, an d 
which he 
held in both hands, th e executioner 
stepped back a pace, an d , m easuring 
h is distance, w ith one clean stroke, 
w hich I heard as well as saw , severed 
th e h ead from th e body a t a blow. 
T he coup de grace given, th e M andarin 
disappeared, the gates w ere throw n 
open an d th e crowd poured in to w it­ 
ness th e final cutting up of the body. 
T he w hole operation from its com ­ 
m encem ent probably occupied 
five 
m inutes, b u t it seem ed like a good 
hour to m e.—[New York T ru th .

A MEMORABLE DUEL. 


H a w C. 
K. L lp p en cotl 
K illed

The recent death of General Charles 
E. Lippincott in Springfield, 111., re­ 
calls to the minds of all old Cali­ 
fornians his memorable duel with 
Robert Tevis, brother of Lloyd Tovis, 
near Downieville, in Sierra County, in 
1855, which resulted in the death of 
Tevis, who was shot through the 
heart. 
From the description of an 
eye-witness of the affair the following 
account of the fight is obtained: 
Some time in 1855 Miss Sarah Pel­ 
let, a temperance lecturer, went to 
Downieville to carry on her work of 
reform, and while there established a 
flourishing division of the Sons of 
Temperance. Shortly afterward the 
inhabitants 
of 
Downieville 
made 
preparations for a Fourth of July cele- 
nratiou, and Miss Pellet was nomi­ 
nated to make the oration. Notwith­ 
standing the strong prejudice against 
her on account of her sex, the vigor­ 
ous tight 
made 
by 
her friends 
gained 
her 
the 
victory. 
Tevis, 
who had joined the temperance di­ 
vision a short time before that, and 
was a candidate for Congress, was 
also desirous of delivering the oration, 
eo th at he might have an opportunity 
of presenting himself in a favorable 
light before the public. ^ He felt the 
disappointment of his defeat for the 
honor by Miss Pellet most keenly, and 
in fact never forgot it. 
As he was 
persistent, however, in his demands 
for a hearing, he was chosen to read 
the Declaration of Independence, with 
such comments as he might choose 
to make upon the document and the 
-result of its adoption. 
Mr. Tevis, having read the Declara­ 
tion, commenced the delivery of a 
long speech upon it, much to the dis­ 
comfiture of the Sons of Temperance, 
who were anxious to hear the voice of 
their female champion. 
As Mr. Tevis 
went on with his speech, efforts were 
made to choke him off, but they were 
uasuceessful. 
Finally the collected 
anvils were set thundering with such 
a terriffio noise that the speaker’s voice 
was drowned and he was compelled to 
ait down. The affair was the talk of 
the vicinity for some time, and instead 
of bringing fame to Mr. Tevis, brought 
him unpopularity. 
For the publication of an account of 
the celebration the Democrats had se­ 
cured the columns of the local paper, 
and Hon. Charles E. Lippincott, State 
Senator from Yuba county, was to do 
the writing. 
In his account Lippin­ 
cott, who had a keen appreciation of 
the ludicrous part of the affair, pro­ 
ceeded to expose Tevis, who was a 
Know-Nothing, to ridicule, causing a 
great deal of amusement at the ex­ 
pense of the orator. 
The next day Tevis, wild with rage 
at the insult, went to the office of the 
paper and demanded the publication 
-of a card denouncing the author of 
Lippincott’s article as “ a liar and a 
slanderer.” The editor, knowing Lip­ 
pincott’s nature and his skill with fire­ 
arm s, tried to dissuade Tevis from his 
dangerous purpose; but he was not to 
die uissuaded. 
He fully appreciated 
the probable results of the publication 
of the card, and said lie w'anted to 
fight. 
He would fight in the street or 
anywhere else, and if the card was not 
published he would consider it an act 
of hostility to himself. 
The card was published, and the 
result was as had been anticipated. 
Lippincott promptly challenged Tevis, 
and the challenge was just as promptly 
accepted. The affair then took a po­ 
litical shape, the combatants being 
considered as representing the Demo­ 
crats and Know-Nothings, although 
some Democrats tried to prevent the 
meeting. As both the men were Odd 
Fellows, although they did not belong 
to the local lodge, that lodge held a 
meeting, which lusted late into the 
night, trying to devise some means to 
prevent one brother from killing the 
other. 
Several times it was supposed 
that the difficulty had been settled, 
but all was of no avail, for some chiv- 
alric friend of either party would be 
sure to bring matters to an issue again. 
Finally, the fatal day arrived, and 
even upon that day, the last young 
Tevis ever passed on earth, it was re­ 
ported that the meeting would not 
take place, as an amicable arrange 
m ent had been made. 
It was under­ 
stood that the fight would take place 
that afternoon. 
The principals, meanwhile, armed 
with double-barreled shot-guns, carry 
ing ounce balls, had gone to the 
woods to practice shooting at a mark, 
so th at the affair might be neatlj and 
quickly ended. 
The first dueling 
ground selected was about five miles 
groi 
iron 
Downieville, 
on a 
plateau 
near 
the 
top 
of 
the 
high 
8ierra hills. 
The preliminar}' ar­ 
rangements 
had 
all 
been made 
and the belligerents were about to 
take position, when the Sheriff and 
his posse were seen rapidly approach­ 
ing over an adjoining range. This ne­ 
cessitated u slight postponement of 
the duel until the principals and their 
party moved across the line into an 
adjoining connty, where another green­ 
sward was selected on which to spill 
blood. The distance wfas forty yards, 
and during their practice in the woods 
that day each principal had broken a 
bottle at that distance at the word. 
Lippincott, the challenger, is describ­ 
ed as having been a low, heavy-set 
man, with light hair, piercing black 
eyes, deliberate and resolute in his 
Bch, and 
with 
that 
peculiar 
_ /sical 
structure 
indicating 
steadiness 
and 
self-posses­ 
sion. 
He 
was 
the 
son 
of an 
Illinois clergyman, and was exem­ 
plary in his habits, except so far as 
the ordinary drinking of the day went. 
He was highly cultivated, and a good, 
humorous and sentimental writer. He 
declared that he did not want to kill 
Tevis, to whom he had never spoken, 
and did not want to fight if it could be 
avoided. The nature of the insult and 
the customs of the time, however, de­ 
manded that he should appear on the 
field in accordance with the provisions 


higher position fell to the lot of Tevis. 
Their weapons were placed in their 
waiting hands and the word was 
about to be given. 
As Tevis’ second walked away he 
turned toward his principal and placed 
his finger on his own baeast, thus in­ 
dicating where he should aim. 
Lippincott, waiting with a steady 
nerve, observed the gesture and took 
mental note of it. At last the word 
was given. 
Both guns exploded as 
one. 
Tevis fell, shot through the 
heart, and as his form sank to the 
ground a lock of hair from Lippin- 
cott’s head just above the ear, tlu t-' 
tered to the sward, which was already 
being dyed with the blood of the un­ 
fortunate politician. 
The hull hud 
made a frightful wound,which looked, 
as 
a 
witness 
described 
it, 
“ as 
though bored with au auger,” and the 
blood Lowed in streams from Tevis’ 
breast. 
Lippencott had a narrow es­ 
cape and would have undoubtedly 
lieen 
killed 
if 
the fallen 
man 
had made allowance for the slope of 
the ground and taken a lower aim. 
As it was Tevis’ ball passed directly 
over Lippencott’s left shoulder, graz­ 
ing his face and cutting away a lock 
of hair. 
Upon the result of the duel being 
known the survivor and his friends 
took their departure and the fallen 
man was temporarily buried under 
the shade of the lonely trees, among 
which, in the gathering twilight the 
wind sang his own requiem. On the 
following day the body was exhumed, 
placed iu ii coffin and packed on 
horseback to Downieville, where it 
was laid away in the hillside cemetery. 
The funeral was large and demon stra- 
tive, the members ef the Know-Noth­ 
ing party making of it a sort of death- 
rite over one of their departed mem­ 
bers. 
Lippincott fled to Nevada, and when 
he afterward returned to the scene of 
the tragedy, found himself looked at 
askance by old friends, who extended 
their hands rather cringingly in re­ 
sponse to his salutation. Not that he 
was not considered an honorable m an, 
or had fought an unfair fight, but the 
better class of citizens considered Te­ 
vis another victim of the bloodthirsty 
code which already had had so many 
victims, and which they felt should be 
suppressed. After completing his term 
in the State Senate, Lippincott re­ 
turned to his Illinois home in time to 
close the eyes of his reverend father, 
whose heart, it was said, was broken 
by the part taken by the son in the 
Downieville tragedy. 
At the outbreak of the war Lippin­ 
cott went to the front with the t nion 
forces, and after distinguishing him­ 
self rejieatedly on the field of battle 
by his reckless daring, retired as a 
Brigadier-General. 
He was after­ 
ward elected Auditor of Illinois by the 
Republicans. 
He was au intimate 
friend and strong supporter of the la­ 
mented David O. Broderick, who con­ 
sidered him his ablest partisan. 
His career in California was distin­ 
guished and honorable, and his en­ 
tanglement in the fatal duel was due 
only to the spirit of the day. 
Not long before his death General 
Lippincott referred to the duel as one 
of the most horrible things iu his life, 
adding: ‘‘But there was nothing todo 
in those days but to accept a challenge 
if it was sent to you, or to step out of 
the country by the shortest route and 
the most expeditious means.” 
Miss Pellet, who might be consid­ 
ered the unwitting cause of the duel, 
proved a true friend to Lippincott dur­ 
ing his partial ostracism after the 
fight and exerted all her influence to 
reconcile public opinion to him. 
She 
afterward went to Oregon and finally 
returned East, where she was heard 
of a few vears ago as being at a 
woman-sutVrage convention in Syra­ 
cuse, N. V., engaged in her favorite 
mission 
of 
temperance.—[S.

A LAND RICH IN RESOURCES. 


A Place of Beauty, F ertility, Busi­ 
ness, Pleasant Society and 
Fine Climate. 


Something more than a dozen year» 
ago—and that a baker's dozen—this 
journal begun Bounding forth the 
praises, the advantages and prospects 
of Southern California, and particu­ 
larly of the great Los Angeles Valley. 
This good work have been kept up 
without intermission during all the 
intervening time, and few sections of 
this region lias escaped re-iterated 
eulogium in these columns. But 
in all so said there was no word 
of exaggeration or misrepresentation. 
The present is amply vouching for the 
entire truth f all these statements. 
The pleasure of pointing out the great 
lines of development all around is in 
just proportion to the pains which 
were taken to point out what was 
coming. The present duty of being a 
prophet is never a pleasant one; for 
the seer alwavs looks ahead and those 
who cannot look so far think he is 
mad. But the time for his revenge is 
sure to coine, if he cau live und wait. 
The Heuaí.d hus lived and waited, 
and has its revenge in liberal measure 
in this day of grace. 
The immediate proposition is to 
crow a little bit regarding Santa Ana 
and the district lying thereabout as an 
evidence of the truth of past vatieiu- 
I ation. 
And if the cackle is a little 
loud over the big egg of material 
achievement hatched out by enterprise 
out of that particular sheep pasture, 
why the theme is the only justifica­ 
tion needed. This is too lug a nest to 
set forth in one effort, so for this issue 
and at least two more, the H era ld man 
proposes to tell what he saw during a 
recent visit to Santa Ana, Tustin City, 
OrangQ. St. Jumes, Olive Heights and 
the country around. 
It will be no effort to recall the 
original condition of the sheep pasture 
beaten hard as the nether millstone 
by the tread of millions of feet, aud 
honey-combed by as many ground 
squirrels before the era of progress 
was ushered in. One can see com­ 
panion pictures to that still in some 
ports of the country, although Buch 
ure growing scarce. 
t h e so il. 
Here was the stumbling block in 
the way of the unbelievers. This 
hard-trodden area, this squirrel pas­ 
ture, how could anything be made 
out of that? So the blind reasoned 
about what they had no eves to see, 
but in time came people with eyes in 
their head, who saw the excellence of 
this soil and the sulubriousness of 
this climate. They made up their 
minds to make this their home and 
change the barren aspect of what 
seemed a desert* into the bloom of the 
full-blown rose. They knew what 
they were doing, for far and wide all 
round the spot where the town of 
Santa Anna was founded lay a dis­ 
trict of really matchless fertil­ 
ity. 
The soil was rich, deep 
and easy of tillage. So far as the na­ 
tive elements of the earth go anything 
would grow out of such fertile ground. 
All that was needed was 
A WATER SUPPLY. 
The founders of Santa Ana soon 
found that in ample abundance. Al­ 
though Anaheim had been founded 
before, and although the first settlers 
in this mother colony had taken a 
large supply of water from the Santa 
Ana river, they had not by any means 
exhausted that generous stream. The 
life-giving fluid flowed fast and free 
beyond the Anaheim ditch. Flowed 
in a millrace? That is just what it 
did; for after leading the ditch 
along the east side of the river 
to old Burruel Point, now known as 
Olive Heights, the big body of water 
took a deep plunge into the valley be­ 
low, and here a mill was set up*, and 
its wheel has turned there ever since, 
and many a grist its stones have 
ground. 
"The water that Is panned. 
Will never grind again!" 
True enough, but after it turns a 
mill-w heel it is j st as pure and fresh 
to irrigate the fertile plane which 
stretches for miles on every side. It 
would be a pleasant task to make a 
pen and ink eket.h of the country 
which lies on all sides along the big 
ditches which carry these streams of 
water through Santa Ana, Orange and 
Tustin City. But the task is too diffi­ 
cult even for the imagination of a 
poer. To get any adequate notion of 
what has been done in the way of 
progress in that marvelous valley a 
visit íb indispensable. After so few 
short years of exertion these three 
gems * of rural loveliness stand so 
queenly in their many graces aud 
beauties that the most gifted words 
will not express tl»e tithe of the truth. 
On all sides for many miles this region 
is simply a succession of fertile vine­ 
yards, orchards of all sorts, flow ering 
shrubs and great ornamental trees in 
really tropical luxuriance. The broad, 
smooth and well made roads «which 
girdiron the place are aligned with 
shade trees of magnificent growth. 
Tho graceful pepper tree, with 
its 
delicate 
drooping branches 
alternate with the lordly euculyptus 
trees, whose tops tower almost out of 
sight, and then there are fragrant 
locusts, grevilia, palms and all the 
endless variety and beauty in the foli­ 
age which forms so much of the attract­ 
ive features of all this Semi-Tropic 
region. As for shrubs and flowers, 
their variety is endless, and their 
loveliness is indescribable. 
Every 
house is hedged about with trim rows 
of green border, cypress, laurestinus, 
lime, privot and 
many 
other 
varieties, 
blend 
their 
different 
shoots 
of 
green. 
Inside 
are fine orchards of lctnon, orange, 
and all the disciduous fruits in tho 
most astonishing profusion; or the 
fields are set to a dozen fine varieties 
of grapes. The bunch carried by the 
astonished Israelites from the vale of 
Kschol into the wilderness, was as 
nothing compared to those which grow 
here. The raisin grupe, that peculiar 
to the champagne region of France, 
the high colored Flutning Tokay, the 
rich lvoso of Peru, the Black Ham­ 
burg, and other choicest varieties arc 
all found in tho richest profusion. At 
no time of the. year can one visit Santa 
Ana and miss finding the greatest 
abundance of fruits and dowers. The 
orchards are bending to the gronnd 
with the one, and the air is fragrant 
with the sweet seents of the other, at 
New Year’s time as in midsummer. 
A charming region it is, indeed, and 
one not to be missed by the tourist or 
home-soeker who comes to California 
to visit or to settle. To-morrow there 
will be something to suy in these 
columns about the prosperity of 
Santa Ana. 


ON THE WAY. 
Experience* off (b e E xcursionists 
to St. l.oul%. 
Lab Vegas, N. M., Sept. 22, 1887. 
Arrived at this place, where we 
were booked to stay ten hours, seven 
hours behind time. Two sections of 
our comp my are several hours behind 
us. It was at first decided that all 
who wished, should go to the Springs, 
six miles distant, and return at 2 a. m . 
on our journey together. The San 
Francisco delegation had already ar­ 
rived and gone to tho Springs atC 
o’clock; but as the rain was pouring 
down in torrents, it was finally de 
ided to remain on the track, and so 
they who had set their hearts on being 
at the ball had to swallow their dis­ 
appointment as best they could. 
There was little to break .the monot 
ony after leaving San Bernardino till 
we reached The Needles, except now 
and then cheering by the crowds at 
stations and occasional music from our 
band. The “tenderfoots” on board, got 
some fun out of the stakes, stuck in 
the ground along the foothills, saying, 
“ Here’s another city! This is the 
most fertile country for raising town 
lots we were ever in.” They may live 
long enough to see that these “town 
lots” mean something, when in the 
not very far distant future the whole 
plope from Los Angeles to San Ber­ 
nardino will be a city of fine resi­ 
dences. 
At one place the monotony was 
broken by a three-years-old child fall­ 
ing from the window. 
As the cais 
were not in motion no harm befell it, 
but the crying of the child and the 
terrible fright of the mother created a 
commotion. 
Three notable passengers did some­ 
thing in the line of whiling away tltc 
long dreary hours. They were en 
route like the rest of us, to do their 
share in making an interesting time 
in St. Louis. They arc natives of 
California. One is a huge turtle cap­ 
tured at San Diego, somewhat smaller 
than a dining table. The other two 
are beautiful birds from the “American 
Ostrich Company,” YVest Fall Brook, 
San Diego County, California, John 
R. Campbell Superintendent, E. J. 
Johnson, General Manager. These 
birds are less than two yews old and 
hence, but little more than half 
grown, as they do not reach their 
maturity till the age of four years. 
The malo now weighs 175 ixmnds. 
These three passengers attract more 
attention than any others, or all com­ 
bined. Their cages are made of inch 
boards about four feet square and the 
saíne in height, and yet tho male 
bird, tired of his prison home, scaled 
the walls iandiug on his back in a 
somewhat dilapidated condion, yet 
without serious injury. They are, 
contrary to the idea of some, entirely 
docile, but when free, use their heels 
with wicked effect. 
But the sight at the Needles! We 
don’t refer to the spire-like rocks on 
the mountains ten or fifteen miles 
away, nor to the rock-formatiou, the 
most wonderful to be fouad anywhere, 
covering the space of a hundred miles 
or so along the route, but to the na­ 
tives. If there is a more degraded, 
brutalized, filthy, disgusting tribe of 
human beings beneath heaven’s broad 
canopy, we never heard of it. To see, 
is to believe. Who is responsible for 
allowing both male and female to 
mingle with the crowd at the depot in 
an almost entire state of nudity, is a 
question asked by nearly every one, 
but answered by none. We tried to 
get some reliable information of the 
history of these Indians, but failed. 
One man who had lived four years at 
the place, thought they numbered for 
a distance of three hundred miles 
along the line, nearly a thousand. 
We could not learn that any mission­ 
aries had ever been sent among them 
to civilize or Christiaze them. It is 
surely an interesting question to those 
giving their money to foreign missions, 
whether something cannot be done 
for these degraded wretches in our 
very midst. 
Descending into the valley of the 
Rio Grande we find them of a much 
higher type, and a cross on a promi­ 
nent building in a dobe village indi­ 
cates that they are looked after by the 
Catholics. They must be as a race 
ver>’ strong physically, for the passen­ 
gers were not a little amused by chil­ 
dren—always girls—not more than 
five years old, apparently, carrying 
papooses at least a year old, slung 
across their little shoulders. At _ one 
place, which some one quaintly 
named Papoose Valley, there were a 
great many, and not an adult was 
seen. They were doubtless out on 
the chase, for the desert has given 
way to grass-covered prairies, where 
game abounds.

T h e nse for cem ent has grown of late

gers. One of the objects of the bureau 
is to furnish all who desire with such 
inform ation with regard to 
vacant 
room s, so that they m ay have no 
trouble in finding a place.

in g accomm odations, and such in­ 
stan ces are considered not to be of 
benefit to the citv. 
Major Jones’ idea 
is that the Board of Trade will take 
action in the m atter, and pay the bal­ 
ance of th e expenses.

DION 
BOUCICAULT. 


A n l a n a e s u H a a s e to See “ T h e 
S h a a g h r a u n .” 
The largest and by far the most re­ 
markable house in all respects of the 
Boucicault season gathered at the 
Grand last night to see the great play­ 
wright and actor os “ Conn, the Shau- 
ghraun.” 
The assemblage was a 
m ost brilliant one, and the delight ex­ 
pressed as the piece ran smoothly 
along was unbounded. 
The cast was 
very strong in most of its elements; 
and fairly 
so 
all 
through. 
As 
the villain, “ Corry K inchella,” Mr. 
Lawrence was not so well fitted 
as ho was previously in the elegant 
gentlemen roles he has played. 
An­ 
other rather weak element in the cast 
was Mr. Harry Mainhall, w ho played 
to overdoneuess the very exigent role 
of “ Harvey Duff.” 
Mr. Boucicault iu the title role re­ 
called to mind, perhaps, the most 
artistic performance known to the 
modern drama. The house gave evi­ 
dence of the fact that most of those 
present were 
thoroughly 
familiar 
with the piece. 
They enjoyed the 
play, but they experienced a feel­ 
ing’ finer and deeper in the re n d i­ 
tion of the title role by the great au- 
thor-actor himself. We have no de­ 
sire to praise Mr. Boucicault. He does 
not need it. The compliment is from 
him to us. 
It is a privilege to see this 
veteran playwright acting in liis own 
pieces. 
Yet a few years, and many 
will have come to regret that they 
missed their present opportunity. The 
French have apotheosized Moliere, 
who, 
like 
Boucicault, wrote the 
comedies of his age—comedies in 
both 
cases 
aimed 
against 
the 
vices, the 
oppressions 
and 
the 
follies of each* epoch. But impar­ 
tial history will placo Boucicault high 
above Moliere. Take away from the 
lutter’s repertory Tartuffe, Le Bour­ 
geois Gentilhomme, L ’Avar, and about 
three other pieces, 
and Moliere is 
spent. 
Each of these pieces, it is 
true, were aimed at and struck to the 
vitals crying evils of the times. 
But 
what have we to the credit of Bouci- 
■ault? His series of Irish pieces— The 
Colleen Baten, Arrah Na Pogue, etc., 
are instinct with that highest kind of 
patriotism which vindicates the char­ 
acter of a brave people that had been 
studiously 
blackened, 
and 
turns 
the 
reproaches 
of 
their 
ene­ 
mies 
into 
Ithuriel 
spears 
from 
whose points the light of truth is 
sent hlazing through the earth. 
Bou­ 
cicault has brought the wrongs of Ire­ 
land to every heart. 
He has inter­ 
preted between the people of Erin and 
the people of the world. 
Public 
opinion has followed him iu his inter­ 
pretations, accepted his pictures, and 
abhorred the oppressions he so pow­ 
erfully depicts. But this is not all. 
Boucicault has given us a 
whole 
library of dramas—over eighty, we 
believe— and not one of them falls 
below mediocrity, whilst many are 
?rand and beautiful—surpassing the 
>est of 
Sheridan’s,—equal to 
the 
finest of 
Knowles’s—unapproached 
by Shad well, Gay, Monk, Home— 
indeed, that whole school of English 
dram atists from Dryden down to 
Buckstone—who form the pride of 
English dramatic authors, leaving out 
the Elizabethan era. Boucicault is 
well advanced in years. In the course 
of nature he will soon pass away. But 
his works shall live. London Assur­ 
ance will last as long as the English 
language; 
Old Heads and 
Young 
Hearts and the Willow Copse will al­ 
ways hold their place upon the boards; 
the Octoroon will interest people who 
will look upon American slavery as a 
doubtful 
tradition, 
and Arrah na 
Pogue will l>e played to Irish audi­ 
ences at a time when onlv men versed 
in long-past history will know that 
England had once treated their island 
with the severity of all hatred and 
the barbarity of alien conquest.

There are hundreds of thousands of acres 
of land in I-os Angeles, Han Bernardino and 
San Diego counties, suitable for orchards und 
vineyards. 
But there Is only one seaside, and only one 
L bucadia. There ure hundreds of thousands 
of acres now dry and uncultivated, which 
(■411 by labor be changed into garden or­ 
chards. 
But there Is only one strip o f land w hich 
fronts th e sea, only one fundam ental chord 
upon which the surges of ocean sound their 
m ighty diapason, only one place where Dame 
Nature wears her sk iit of translucent beryl 
em broidered with foamy lace. And nowhere 
is this music-room and picture gallery of the 
Deity so attractive as at L k u c a d ia . 
Capital can construct reservoirs and flnines 
and railroads; it can m ake distant acres ac­ 
cessible, and cause arid acres to undulate 
w ith verdure. 
But th e wealth of Jay Gould could not 
hriug the iodim-d healing breath of ocean to 
the bedside of the invalid in th e hot valley, 
or add one yard to th e present lim ited supply 
of ocean beach. 
We say lim ited—go to the m ap and look! 
All the seaside north of Santa Barbara may 
be elim inated from tht* list of available 
oecan-side property. The Japanese ocean 
current—the "Gulf Stream " of the Pacific, 
In Its southward journey from Arctic waters 
hugs the shore closely from the Straits of 
Fuca to Point Concepcion. The result is 
cold water—too cold tor com fortable bath­ 
ing. Monterey, for instance, is in th e lati­ 
tude of Savannah. Georgia, but nine people 
out of ten who visit Monterey bathe in the 
big tanks where the water is warmed by arti­ 
ficial heat, and do not bathe in the ocean. 
As for Santa Cruz, there is a couplet w ritten 
by some shivering pleasure seeker, on the 
walls of a bath-house there, which couplet ac­ 
curately expresses the situation. 
“Santa Crnz w ater is like the Scotch snuff, 
One "dip," and you've got enough." 
At Point Concepcion—ju st above Santa 
Barbara—the eold. occiui current continues 
southward In a direct course, while the 
Coast line deflects cnstwardly at a sharp 
angle, aud ih a few miles th e water, under 
th e genial suns of this latitude, becomes 
warm enough to mHke bathing in any m onth 
of the y ar a real pleasure instead of "a 
painful duty reluctantly perform ed,” us 
Millard Fillmore said when he signed the 
Fugitive Slave Law, and as Brigham Young 
rcmurked when he m arried his eighteenth 
wife. 
From Santa Barbara south to Point Vicente, 
there is hut little coast that is available for 
scaside resorts. The beach is too steep for 
driving, aud th e surf consequently too heavy 
to make bathing either pleasant o r safe, 
while the bluff' along the beach is several 
hundred feet in height, and cut u p with 
urro.vos, so as to make the ocean practically 
inaccessible to all except Alpine tourists und 
crows. 
From Point Vicente to San Pedro arc pro­ 
bably tw enty of thirty m iles of available 
beat-n, along which are the towns of Santa 
Monicu, Rallona. Long Beach, etc. AU these 
urc upon th e flat table hind which runs from 
the top of tlio bluff’ iultm d. There is no 
slope, and therefor no view of the ocean, ex­ 
cept from the avenue along the very edge of 
the bluff. The beach is passable but not ul- 
ways desirable for driving, and the under­ 
tow is often heavy, so that surf-bathers aro 
not safe unless they use the lines connected 
with buoys,anchored In deep water. And 
they do use them , for oil a hunduy nt Santa 
Monica, you can see twenty or thirty bathers 
attired In scant garm ents of m any colors, 
strung along a rope, and ss they resemble an 
immense anim ated kite-talc swaying in a 
high wind. 
Below San Pedro there are only m ud flats 
and iagoons, un til San Jnan by th e sea is 
reached. This place is o|»en to the same ob­ 
jections us Santa Monica. There is an ex­ 
tremely high bluff aud a table land from the 
bluff inland, and from only one street on the 
edge of the bluff can an ocean view be ob­ 
tained. 
Leaving San Ju an , there is no 
ground available for a seaside resort until 
the month of Tem ecula Gallon is crossed and 
Oceanside reached. At Oceanside, th e direct 
roHd from Iajs Angeles to San Diego, now in 
process of construction, w ill connect with 
the C alifornia Southern Railroad from Col­ 
ton to San Diego. Oceanside lots ure held at 
good figures, fifteen hundred dollars for a 
lot on the Ocean avenue and five hundred 
dollars for resident lots a mile and more 
from the beach. South of Oceanside is the 
Agua Hedionda. It has several m iles of fine 
seaside, but th e owner is able to keep it, he 
will not sell at any price, and if you annoy 
him with an attem pt to talk about selling, he 
will make the interview as brief as may bo 
consistent with courtesy. Then conies Carls­ 
bad, and it íb a beautiful location, and thero 
will be a large town there, and pricea of lots 
are already aw ay up, as they ought to be. 
From Carlsbad south there are lagoons, sand 
dunes and broken ground until you reach 
the m outh of th e San Marcos. From the 8nn 
Marcos south to Encenitas is the prettiest 
site in the world for an ocean city, and on 
this site is "L eucadia"—the Buhject of our 
sketch. Encinitas has a good location, but 
somehow It started wrong. The ownership 
of the land la divided between m any men of 
m any m inds. W hen one pulls iu any par­ 
ticular direction the other pulls the other 
way. There being no com pany or central 
authority to carry out public improvements, 
the result is a luck of hotel accommodations, 
no water works, and an assortm ent of shrines 
to eloacina, beer kegs, tin canB and broken 
bottles about th e dej*ot, o r the place where 
the depot ought to be. The Encinitas people 
will fix these things after awhile, but they 
m ust fix them before Encinitas can take her 
proper place am ong seaside towns. 8outh of 
Encinitas there Is some broken country, 
then the lagoons of th e Han Dleglto, and 
then comes delightful Dclm ar w ith most of 
the best localities not for sale, or held at high 
prices. 
Delmar ends the list. There the railroad 
leaves the coast, aud w ith the exception of 
La Jolla and Ocean Beach, both of which 
are at present approached only by wagon, 
•here is no more seaside until you reach 8an 
Diego and Coronado. 
Now we will return to Leocadia. 
South of the San Marcos River, an hour

T HE TERM CATARRH IS APPLIED TO A 
peculiar disorder of the nostrils and ad- 
jucent parts, which prevails to an .Canning 
extent, and is productivo of very serious 
consequences. 
The most prom inent and charaoterlatl 
feature is a morbid discharge from the head, 
varying in its nature at different times. 
Iu some there is an alm ost constant flow 
of clear, n«rid fluid, b u to ften e ran offensive, 
p urulent or m uco-puruleut, greenish-yellow 
m atter is secreted, which accum ulate» in 
the nostrils or drops Into the throat, neces­ 
sitating its frequent removul by blowing th e 
nose or expectoration, und off ten by both 
processes.

great l y annoyed by the constant 
dropping into the throat of the morbldi 
m atter from th e bead, and as a recum bent 
position naturally favors th e How downward 
his rest is frequently disturbed from thi» 
cause. Many sufferers are obliged to lie * ith 
the head very m uch elevated In order to 
sleep with some degree ot com fort. 
In others a tough, viscid and offhusivo 
phlegm collects behind and above the soft 
palate, in the passage between the throat and 
head, adhering to the parts w ithglulsh tenac­ 
ity. 
Its lodgm ent embarrilases respiration 
and creates a sensation ol irritation and u n ­ 
easiness in the affected locality, which gives 
rise to a constant and alm ost irresistible de­ 
sire to relieve th at discom fort by druw ing 
the m ucus into th e throat so as to eject it by 
the m outh.
